Chemical Tanks are Latest 


Weapons for Gas Warfare 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

New York—Poison gas warfare 


has a new weapon reach- for the 
battlefield. 


It is the chemical lank, a squat, 


speedy, steel-skinned caterpillar, 
•whose insides, instead of guns, are 
mostly poison liquids and gases. 


This tank was described by Lt. 


CoL Augustin M. Prentiss. U.S.A.. 
chemical warfare service, as one of 
the most formidable methods of at- 
tack yet devised He Is one of the 
great authorities on gas warfare. 


"Chemical tanks have the pow- 


er," he writes in the chemical war- 
fare bulletin, "to suddenly release 
enormous concentrations of non- 
persistent lethal gas in 5urh strength 
as to readily break through any 
military gas mask " 


The non-persistent 
gases 
are 


those which float in the air, and 
poison the lungs. Their potency as 
weapons was reduced greatly by gas 
masks in the World \\ar. 


But the chemical tanks may prove 


so effective, says CoL Prentiss, that 
an entirely new type of gas mask 
will be needed for protection. This 
mask would shut out all outside 
air and keep its wearer alive by 
breathing oxygen stored inside the 
mask.

plied with these tan.is. But these 
•weapons are only one of several 
poison gas instruments new since 
the world war, and waiting for the 
day uhich Europe fears perhaps 
the most 


Another new weapon is the air- 


planet spray. Tests show, CoL Pren- 
tiss says, that low-flying planes in a 
single flight can cover an area aver- 
aging 800 yards long and 250 wide 
with enough persistent gas to render 
it untenable to unprotected troops. 


The persistent gas is mustard, a 


liquid, which looks like dirty en- 
gine oiL Its breathing effects are 
small, and not fatal But at the 
slightest touch it burns badly, with 
exactly the same burn as fire.

Washington—As all well know who attend President Roosevelfs semi- 


weekly press conferences, he is fond of lecturing the newspaper corres- 
pondents about their accuracy. Speculation concerning his activities 
brings quick repudiation. Many are the newspaper reporters who have 
had their dispatches referred to in White House press conferences as "just 


a newspaper story," a "Monday morning story" or 
"a sewing circle story." 


On the occasion of what the White House consider- 


ed a serious offense, the reporter has been advised to 
consult the president or to "ask Steve" before "going 
out on a limb." Never in my 20 years here have news- 
paper reporters received as much advice as to how to 
do their work, and as much warning against light- 
fingered handling of important news situations, as in 
this administration. 


Not that I mind. None of us mind very much. But 


it is a little odd, after having religiously attended the 
White House school of journalism, to note coming out 
of Hyde park a shower of newspaper dispatches all 
reading substantially as the one before me, which 
says:

"President Roosevelt said today with a laugh that 


he deliberately led reporters astray Wednesday on speculation on possi- 
bilities that he might seek a third term. 


"At a press conference he said he purposely inserted a sentence in the 


speech he delivered at the cornerstone laying of the Jefferson memorial in 
Washington for the effect it would have on newspapermen. 
"The effect, he said, was terrific— i 
— 
as funny as a crutch." 


The interpolated sentence, which 


Mr. Roosevelt thought was so fun- 
ny, was this: "I hope that by Janu- 
ary, 1941, I shall be able to come to 
the dedication of the memorial it- 
self."

LOOKING BACK OF THE CURTAIN 


AT THE REFORMATORY 


A young man by the name of Berres 


was sent to the Wisconsin State Reforma- 
tory last January for auto theft and bur- 
glary. He v.-as 22, and perhaps should have 
known better, but first offenders =tre giv- 
en a great opportunity in America, the 
opportunity to look behind the curtain. 


The sentence passed on Berres was 


very light, judged by usual standards. 
And in the ordinary course of events, he 
would have been released in due time, a 
better citizen, as most of the boys at the 
reformatory are greatly improved by their 
experience there. But that is because they 
take a peek behind the curtain. 
And 


Berres wouldn't look. 


He ran away from the Reformatory. 


That is not so difficult for one who be- 
haves a while. He had steadfastly closed 
his eyes to consequences, else he wouldn't 
have escaped. When anyone directed his 
gaze back of the curtain, he turned his 
head. 


And so he stole another car, and got as 


far as Iowa when he found it necessary to 
kill an officer in order to continue his 
escape. Now he may receive the death 
penalty. At the very least he will get a 
life sentence. If he lives the three score 
years and ten, he has about fifty years 
behind the bars, and in a state, like Wis- 
consin, where after a man has definitely 
shown his refusal to look behind the cur- 
tain, he is no longer coddled. 


Had Berres only taken one peek be- 


hind the curtain, he would have seen the 
complete and utter f utility of fighting the 
law. 
Sometimes we hear expressions like, 


"Crime doesn't pay." 
That is a weak way 


of putting it 
It simply cannot be made 


to pay. 


The panorama behind the curtain is an 


interesting one. It takes quite a little 
while to look it over. There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of men in uniform. 
There are similar numbers in plain clothes. 
There are printing presses, radios, tele- 
types, all the modern mechanism of pub- 
licity against which a fugitive is helpless 
unless he finds an abandoned mine in 
which to live. 


As we view the Reformatory, its prin- 


cipal purpose may be said to compel 
whenever possible those sentenced to enter 
its portals to look behind the curtain. It 
must be presumed that had they any idea 
of what is behind that curtain, they nev- 
er could have thrown down the gauge of 
battle to the law. 


Berres is a great exception to the re- 


formatory rule. That institution has been 
a splendid success. Its inmates have a 
high batting average in dependability af- 
ter being turned back into the stream of 
our normal life. 


They are sent there without any pur- 


pose of vengeance. They are given time 
to reflect upon the folly of trying to fight 
our government. No one has ever done 
that successfully. 
Even the Kaiser with 


a magnificent army couldn't do it. The 


JUSTICE PIERCE BUTLER 


One of the most frequently told stor- 


ies in American history is that of the 
poor boy who was born in a log cabin 
and rose to great achievement. 


It is amazing how many obituaries of 


outstanding Americans contain the nota- 
tion, "Born in a log cabin. . . ." Most 
famous, of course, of those whose lives be- 
gan in a log cabin without promise of fu- 
ture lustre was Abraham Lincoln. 


The death of Justice Pierce Butler ends 


another distinguished life that began in a 
log cabin. From such a humble home in 
Minnesota he rose to membership in the 
nation's highest tribunal; from country 
lawyer he advanced steadily until in 1922 
TIP was apnnjnted to the ^uoreme court 
and soon became recognized as one of 
its most learned members. 


Though the era of the log cabin has 


gone, the hope is that modern versions of 
its stories will continue to be recorded. 


The hope also is that a successor as 


dutiful as Justice Butler can and will be 
appointed. 
Death has given President 


Roosevelt opportunity to accomplish what 
he could not with his supreme court re- 
organization bill. No other President has 
had the chance to appoint as many su- 
preme court justices. 


Justice Butler, 72 at death and third 


oldest member of the court, was a conserv- 
ative. President Roosevelt can now ap- 
point a "liberal" if he chooses and the 
conservative group left will be a very 
small minority. 


The opportunity obviously calls for the 


appointment of a man whose understand- 
ing of law, whose sense of responsibility 
and whose capacity for impartial judg- 
ment are equal to the responsibilities of 
the supreme court as the third part of the 
democratic triumvirate.

accredited.

here except OGPU agents? 
How can a 


man expect an ambassadorial job repre- 
senting the Soviets unless he has come up 
through the ranks?

commits those offenses that endear him 
to his masters? What good would it be 
to throw Oumansky out, only to receive 
his twin? 


There are more practical considerations 


that lie before us. There are those 259 
Fellow Travelers, each receiving over $500 
a month in governmental pay. Certainly 
some of them are out and out Reds, as 
bad as Oumansky or worse, and without 
his very; natural defense that, since he 
is a young man, he never knew any prin- 
ciple of governmental action excepting 
those that ran parallel with hypocrisy.

If there were 
nothing to "Margin For Error" but Miss Boothe's 
epigrammatic dialogue, it still would be a show 
worth seeing.

The cotton will 
have to come 


from supplies held by the growers. 
Of course, they don't actually hold 
it. They turned it over to the gov- 
ernment as security for loans. Last 
year these loans amounted to 8 3 
cents a pound. To get their cotton 
back out the growers will have to 
pay the 8.3 cents a pound plus a 
carrying - storage v charge, which 
makes the total 8.9 cents. 


Market speicalists have already 


estimated 
that few farmers will 


take their cotton out of loan unless 
the price reaches 9J to 10 cents a 
pound.

Now, altho East 
bad deliberately returned his low- 
est diamond, the deuce, as a signal 
that he could be put back on lead 
with the lowest suit, clubs, West 
decided that two club tricks (the 
limit to be hoped for) could not 
defeat the contract; that the only 
chance was to find the spade queen 
in East's hand. If declarer had the 
spade queen it would do no good 
to collect two club tricks because, 
even if East returned another dia- 
mond, declarer 
would ruff high, 


draw West's last trump, and lead 
a low spade toward dummy, fines- 
sing against the king. The spade 
ace would drop the king and declar- 
er's spade queen would be the ful- 
filling trick. Thus, since successful 
defense depended on East's holding 
the spade queen, West saw no rea- 
son to play for $ one trick set, and 
instead planned his play for a two 
trick defeat. He laid down the spade 
king. Dummy's ace won, but now 
there was no way for declarer to 
reenter his own hand and draw 
West's trump. He attempted to do 
so by leading a low spade from 
dummy, but East hopped up with 
the queen and played a third round. 
West got in his last trump, on a 
ruff, and then led two rounds of 
clubs.

tries. Several others are still in the 
investigative stages. 


Many Technical Cases 


Many of the cases are 
highly 


technical and their outcome hinges 
on such fine points as, for instance, 
whether the practice of medicine is 
a trade or business—with something 
to sell, and as such subject to the 
anti-trust laws—or whether, as pro- 
fessional men, doctors live in strato- 
spheric exemption from those laws. 


Others are less technical. 
The 


Aluminum Company of America is 
charged with obtaining a monopoly 
by buying up the main sources of 
supply for the metal that goes into 
its pots and pans. 


In milk, the charge is limiting the 


source of supply and by that meth- 
od lifting prices. In natural gas, the 
charge is buying up a competing 
pipe line; in paper, holding produc- 
tion down and prices up. In the con- 
tainer industry, it is a charge of al- 
lotting production among 27 differ- 
ent corporations. In oil, the charge 
is fixing tank car prices by pooling 
purchases to take about 50 per cent 
of the output of independent refin- 
ers.

In the year 1820, a newspaper in 


Portland, Maine, carried a poem 
written by a 13-year-old boy. I 
was a good poem for a boy of tha 
age, but it was not destined to be 
published "far and wide" 


The boy, however, was on tto 


road to fame. He was Henry Wads 
worth Longfellow.

If anyone had asked the boy 


what he was going to do when he 
grew up, he probably would have 
said, "I am going to be a lawyer!' 
His father was a lawyer, and for a 
long time the son planned to follow 
the same profession. 


Henry became a student in 


small Maine college known as Bow- 
doin. Three years later, at the age 
of 18, he was graduated. One of his 
classmates was 
Nathaniel Haw- 


thorne, who later was to become a 
writer of great note. 


Longfellow had done so well in 


his studies that he was offered 
place teaching foreign languages at 
Bowdoin. He liked the idea better 
than to study law, but decided to go 
abroad to learn more about lan- 
guages. Sailing for Europe, he spent 
three years in France, Spain and 
Italy. He was 22 when he joined 
the Bowdoin faculty. 


Longfellow was married to a 


playmate of his childhood, Mary 
Potter. A few years later he went 
to Europe again. This time he visit- 
ed England, 
S\yeden, 
Denmark, 


Germany and Holland. His wife 
traveled with him, and their tour 
was happy, until they reached Hol- 
land—in that little country, Mrs. 
Longfellow fell sick and died. 


Thinking of that sadness, we may 


remember a line in one of Longfel- 
low's later poems, "Into each life 
some rain must fall." 
The young 


professor bore his loss bravely, in 
the same way he was to meet other 
deep sorrows of his life. 


Upon his return from 
abroad, 


Longfellow became a professor at 
Harvard. He taught foreign lan- 
guages at Harvard for 17 years. He 
was a favorite among the students, 
and worked to give them knowl- 
edge of the life and spirit o£ na- 
tions of Europe. 


In his spare time, Longfellow 


wrote poems. For a time, the writ- 
ing seemed little more than a "hob- 
by," but later it proved the great- 
est part of his life work. 


"While teaching at Harvard, Long- 


fellow married again. His second 
wife was Frances Appleton. They 
lived in a home which was old but 
well-built It had been used by 
George Washington as a headquar- 
ters, and was known as "Craigie 
House."
